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SOUTH AUSTRALIA YEAR ENDED 31ST MARCH, 1960 


The statistics contained in this bulletin summarize detailed information 
_ published in Bulletin No. 10, "Livestock Statistics" and No. 11, "Cereal Statistics" 
_ recently issued from this office, and show in addition, greater detail of areas and 
yields of other crops, rural employment, usage of artificial fertilizers, machinery, 
exports and also some South Australian records associated with rural production. 


AREA AND UTILIZATION OF HOLDINGS 


In general, rural production statistics relate to years ended 31st March. 


Although the total area of rural holdings increased by over 3 million acres 
in 1959/60 to 155,436,898 acres, the areas under crop, sown pasture and fallow all 


decreased. 


Area under crop decreased by 2.1% during the year, the most significant 


changes being a considerable reduction in area sowm for hay, and an increase in area of 
cereals for grain (which includes area failed) to the highest level since 1940-41.

PPUSICTAL PERT ILIZERS USED 


The decrease in areas under crop and pasture in 1959/60 (as shown in Table 1) 
was matched by a corresponding decrease in the area fertilized during 195° (see Table 4). 
The 178,447 tons of superphosphate used on crops included 12,058 tons with trace 
elements, while the 200,553 tons used on pastures included 26,368 tons with trace 
elements.

The area of pastures top-dressed increased every year between 1943 (704,950 
acres) and 1957 (4,005,002 acres), but during the past two years has decreased to 
3,471,328 acres. There has been little change in area of crops manured in recent years.

The following tables show details of areas and yields of the principal crops 
grown in South Australia during 1959/ 60 compared with previous years, 


As shown in Bulletin No. 11 of 1960; "Cereal Statistics", yields of cereals and 
hay fell considerably in 1959/60, but still compared favourably with those of other years 
of abnormally low rainfall. However, the yield of field peas fell by 88.7 per cent from 
the 1958/59 level.
